The ccuncil meets periodically to discuss problems of national importance, Aithough 
it. has no executive or legislative powers, it is composed of representatives of the 
goverrment, the political parties and numerous associations and leagues, The council 
is doninated by the North Korean Labor Party. 


The idea of the National. Democratic Unified Front Council originated in Chungking in 
1940 when the National Unified Front Committee (Min Chok Tong IL Ghén Sdn Wi Won 
Hoe) (R, AK 2%, — ¥y 42 & ® & ) was formed. The. committee was composed of members 
of the following Korean leftist groups:
